Rehearsing a home fire escape 
procedure regularly is essential. 

To make your home fire drills 
as realistic as possible, occasion- 
ally hold them after dark. or even 
after everyone has retired for the 
night. Make the drills a surprise. 


Pretend the stairway or other 
major escape route is cut off by 
fire. 

Also have everyone pretend 
they are caught in the heat and 
smoke of a fire—crouch as you 
move, keeping low to get as much 
fresh air as possible (heat rises, 
so air is better close to the floor). 
Take short breaths while escap- 
ing, covering the face with 
cloth—a wet cloth if possible. 

Escapé plans should include 
provisions for 
dren—and for elderly, handi- 
capped or invalid members of the 
‘household who will need special 
help. 

For children, a fire drili should 
be a wise mixture of seriousness 
and a game—never a scary ex- 
| perience. Children who have had 
| firé drill practice at home will 
| almost automatically do the right 
| thing in a real emergency, With- 
| out practice, they wil) too often 
| pitifully hide under a bed or in 
a closet, Which can mean disaster.
